The 
street car srr\icc is invariably "ierriblc" and freshmen .ire inevitably 
'Verdant". 

It seejus tci be t-he :ate of any good descriptive phrase to run the risk of 
being banned altogether by the be.»t writers in lime— not so mtich because 
ot over use as becan.«e they have btvor.ne ioP^ely used. There Is a certain 
deOlcAcy felt about describing a sunsft with the same word that is In common 
Tjse to express appreciation of the cut of an actor's nose or the lines of the 
■new Ford. 

If words were .'Uwayt used correctly, proKibly ^o word would ever be- 
come what we call hackneyed. Wc -aonld r.ot HVs t.-. vv-o.v.o a rations of 
precisians of speech. The inference is analagcus to that c' a "prig". Rather 
what ls warrted It an tmderstafldlng of the meaning ot words, a feeling re- 
garding the riehi u.">f c' a word that comes from aa adequate acquaintance 
with the Br.g!lsh îs.r.guagt and its bftter ■wTiters.

Kichelieu was 
trawiUIiig to share It and the Queen- 
mother bwime ore of his most im- 
placable enemies. In internal policy, 
Richelieu aimed at the unity of his 
cotmtry. which meant the weakening 
of th« power of the Hugenots, The al- 
Uaac« of the latter with England and 
thf «xpeditlon of the Duke of Buck- 
làtrîwm furnished him with an excuse 
for the seize tnd capture of 1a Roch- 
elle, rrom that time the political pow- 
er of the Hugenots was broken. Abroad 
he worked against the Hapsburgs of 
Spain and Austria, interfering both ir. 
Switzerland and Germany to support 
the Protestant factions. Gustavus 
Adolpbus was given a French sub- 
sidy and when France entered the 
TTiirty-Teaj-F' "l'.'.-.r. •.;:'> r.b'ained fro.-n 
Spain Catalrjr.ia -i.n'i Ii'j';s?ilion in the 
^outh anO Arra? in the Low Countries. 
Richelieu, like Wolsey, was hated by 
the nobles and people alike, but in 
Louia XIJI he had a master who never 
deserted him and whom he managed 
with ronr'j.'tia'c Fkill and g'jiie. Ills 
spy system wa* most elaborate and ef- 
fective. Under his rule, however, wax 
laid the basis of the future prepond- 
erance of France.
